ASTORIA’S NUMBER I HOOP FAN 


Miss Betsy Wooten, one of Astoria High Schools best liked 
teachers also rates as the number one fan of the Fighting Fishermen 
basketball team. For a long time Miss Wooten was the official team 
scorer of the high school and she has a “bible” that presents a com- 
plete picture of the Astorians’ basketball battles from the year of 
1911 to the present. It is probably the most complete chronological 
history of any prep basketball team in the state. Miss Wootten has 
jotted down the facts and figures of Astoria hoop history with a 
year-by-year record, list of deeds done, bits of sidelight material and 
all pictures of coaches and teams. 


And with reasonable cause she takes a supreme pride in the 
book which follows the Fishermen through the years from the time 
a bunch of kids with long bob-like haircuts started tossing the ball 
around in the Moose Hall at 11th and Exchange Street in Astoria. 


Coach Merrick was headman of the 1911 team that consisted of 
Alex Barry, Billie Brewer, Mel Morton, Fred Moe, Fred Hardesty and 
Jones. They only played four games, beating Lincoln of Portland and 
Cathlamet and a return match with Cathlamet. The lone loss was to 
Clatskanie 31 to 21. 


In 1931, Miss Wootten make the comment about the state tourn- 
ament in which Astoria played and defeated two Portland teams, 
Jefferson and Benson in one day. In 1928 Astoria was forced to play 
4 games at the tournament within 36 hours.

HISTORY OF BASKETBALL IN ASTORIA HI 


Astoria, Oregon “The hot bed of basketball.” No wonder that 
Astoria can be called the hot-bed of basketball as it was in a recent 
issue of the national magazine “Click.” The Fighting Fisermen have 
won the Oregon State Basketball Championship six times since its 
origination in 1920. Two other times they have finished as runner-up. 
Only two years, 1924 and 1938 has the tournament been held without 
a team representing Astoria on hand to uphold the honors of the 
Fighting Fishermen. There is no other school in Oregon who has 
_ won more of these titles than Astoria. Salem, the host school who 
is an automatic entry into the tourney has won six titles and have 
competed as runner-up six times which makes their position a notch 
higher than Astoria’s. Hats off to you Salem, may one of us break 
the tie this year. 

In 1911 Astoria Hi opened their regular basketball schedule with 
four games. Of these, three were won and only one lost. In 1912 As- 
toria lost three and won two games. 1913 and 14 were slack years 
with only a few games being played but the majority being won by 
the local boys. In 1915 the first long schedule was played with As- 
toria winning nine and loosing six, two of these to Salem. In 1917 
the record stood at one win and six losses. During this period of 
time Brewer Billie coached the team at Hoquiam. 

In 1919 Astoria Hi attended an invitational tournament at the 
University of Oregon. Fred Harrison was placed as an all-state man. 
The team lost to Silverton 20 to 17. In 1920 and 21 the season aver- 
age was about even on games won and lost with no outstanding 
events to list. In 1922 Astoria lost to Ashland in the State semi- 
finals 27 to 28. In 1923 Astoria was defeated by University High of 
Eugene in the championship game 25 to 28. In 1926 Astoria won two 
and lost two at the tournament. In 1927 the Fishermen went through 
a 23-game schedule losing only 4 games. 1928 saw the team play 
four games in 40 hours at the state meet, again losing out to Salem 
20 to 48. In 1929 Medford defeated Astoria for the championship. 
1930 proved to be the big year with Astoria winning the State Cham- 
pionship defeating Salem 32 to 17 and it was in this year that each 
of our opponents only scored 17 points. Players on this first cham- 
pionship team were Zimmerman, Ystad, Jeffers, Averill, Lingren, 
Palmberg, Malone and Lowe. John Warren was the coach, 1931 saw 
Astoria take third place in the State Meet. 1932 the Fishermen again 
won the championship by defeating Salem 32 to 29. 1933 saw the 
Fishermen again in third place. In 1934 Astoria defeated Klamath 
Falls 24 to 13 for their third State Championship. The half time 
score of this game favored Klamath 11 to 4 but a last half rally won 
the game. 1935 saw one of Astoria’s largest schedules, a 44-game 
schedule. This year they defeated Jefferson of Portland 46 to 26 and 
with Wally Johansen scoring 19 points captured the State Champion- 
ship for the fourth time. 1936 the Fishermen finished in fourth 
place. Sarpola made 27 points in one game with a tournament record 
of 57 in four games. The next year saw Sandness break this record 
with 68 points. The team finished in fifth place. 1938 saw St. Helens 
defeat Astoria two games in a row by the score of 25 to 28 and 24 - 
to 28 and stop Astoria from going to the state meet. 1940 Astoria 
took third place. 1941 and 1942 they were again the State Cham- 
pions. 1943 proved to be the team’s best season record, winning all 
their regular games only to lose the two deciding ones at the tour- 
nament.

Tonight the Tillamook Cheesemakers are out to stop the Fisher- 
men’s five-game winning stroak, and the Astorians are out to get 
revenge for their pair of losses to Tillamook in football this fall. 
Astoria has the advantage in number of lettermen tonight for the 
first time with two against one. However, this fact of returning 
lettermen has not helped the opponents of the Fishermen so far this 
season as example Salem had five returning lettermen and two trans- 
fers against Astoria’s two lettermen but the final scores were 34 to 31 
and 26 to 23 for Astoria. The Cheesemaker’s one letterman is Sutton. 
He can be remembered as the boy who scored both of the touchdowns 
against Astoria at Gyro field last fall and added another at Tillamook 
for good measure. He is a Senior and an all-around good athlete. 
Two other Seniors on the squad are Berky and Smith, guard and 
center respectively. Watt, Caufield, Mills, Kebbe, Tannler and Patton 
are all Juniors. Vogt, although only a Sophomore, compares to our 
own Howard Lovvold in that he has also come through to make a 
starting position on their lineup. Fenk is the other man in the Tilla- 
mook squad and he also is a Sophomore. 


The Fishermen were forced to have their game with Rainier, 
originally scheduled for Tuesday night, postponed to February 15 
due to lack of playing facilities in Rainier. Tomorrow night the Fight- 
ing Fishermen travel to Warrenton for a game with their Warriors. 


REMEMBER: Seaside comes here for a big game Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 18. They have a good basketball team this year, having already 
played 11 contests, winning nine of them. Don’t miss this one.
